The problems incurred 
in incorporation may well be greater than the individual members care to take 
time to solve.

Say, has anyone approached your poker club on the desirability of incorporation 
lately? Let's rely on the wisdom and guidance of our *legal beagles" and 
insurance-wise members in this idea. I think we'll find that we can safely remain 
a good, friendly, sound, UNINCORPORATED PHIL=MOANT MOBILE RADIO CLUB.

This is 
natural, since we are a mobile club, but it can only be successful if every 
member with a mobile unit cooperates, Here is how you can help; During the FD 
Contest (June £5 and £6) take the car out for a short while and work as many 
stations as you can. Keep a log of all contacts. If you have multi-band equip- 
ment here is a chance to give it a work-out on some of the bands you seldom use, 
or tell your buddies on various bands to be on the look-out for you. Originate 
a Field Day-message similar to the sample shown elsewhere in this month’s Blurb. 
The message you send does not have to be a copy of the sample but it must have 
correct form, and it must contain at l@ast all of the information contained in 
the text of the sample. At the July meeting bring a copy of your log, a copy of 

-the message you originated, and a sheet with your score computation. We can only j; 
claim a Club score for the reports submitted to ARRL so all the operating youd | 
on FD won't help us if you fail to give.us the information for the ARRL. Complete . 
details on scoring are in June QST, but to help you a sample will be given here. |
